RAILWAY. 



Wlietlier the suggestions thrown out 
by us on Friday are accepted or reject- 
ed by tho Government, they may be 
found to offer the only practical solu- 
tion of the railway misunderstanding. 
The expenditure of money in tlio com- 
mencement of railway construction at 
Yalo and Esquimalt, simultaneously, 
would prove vastly beneticia! by stimu- 
htiDg|cpmmercial, manufacturing and 
productive interests generally, whilo 
tho certainty of means being provided 
for reaclung a market would stimulate 
the sottleinent of the interior and hast- 
en the day wlien every pound of meal 
and cereals consumed in the country 
i^|;wgttM^l)e.produced in it. At the pres- 
ent momeiit'arsum approaching §300,- 
000 is yearly sent abi-oad to buy pro- 
ducts of the soil that can and ouglit to 
bo raised in abundance in the Province. 
Were tliat large sum retained in circu- 
lation, here the farmer, the merchant, 
the .manufacturer, ; the. ^mechanic, the 
laborer--— oveiy class— -would enjoy the 
benefit. All would get a share. IJnder 
existing circumstances the agricultur- 
alists of the interior are shut out from 
the markets of the seaboard because 
they are destitute of .inexpensive means 
for transportiTigitlieir,pr(^uoa^. iLrail 
way from Tale to Savonaj 134 'miles in 
length, would liberate the produce of 
tho section and enable tho fai-mors of 
tliat rich district to supply tho lower 
country with tlie jirime necessaries of 
life. A railway from Esquimalt to 
Nana'imo wouM (}give;-;,empIoyment 
to a largo force of meii, would 
reduce tho cost of coaJ-carriage 
to San Francisco, lessen the rates of 
insurance, dispense with to^yage, pilot- 
age! and dcnurragc, andby reduceing the 
cost of coal make Esquimalt the chief 
coal exporting point of tho Provinoe; 
while light shipping expenses would 
largely increase tho sale. While con- 
struction of these iiiios was being vig- 
orously prosecuted, Pine Eiver Pass 
might be surveyed and steps taken for 
finally selecting and locating tho over- 
land route, of which Esquimalt, with 
its incomparable harbor and its railway 
coninmnicatfon with Nanaimo, would 
be the termiiius no matter where tho 
line miglit terminate on the Mainland. 
Can tho country aflbrd to turn its 
back on tliesc pi-ospective advantages? 
Are the ])eople so aflluent and inde- 
pendent that they will turn their noses 
up at a proposition tbat vvvould, if ac- 
cepted, bring prosperity and groatness 
in its train? It is an old and true 
saying that "half a loaf is better than 
no bread," but if the suggestions we 
have put forth bo adopted tho Prov- 
ince would obtain a loaf and-a-half. 
The proposition of the Stagnationists 
to delay construction until the Pine 
River Pass shall have been surveyed is 
what Talleyranb would term worse 
than a crime — it is a blunder. The 
construction of tho sections indicated 
need not influence the final selection of 
a line for the overland road; and if all 
railway work is to lie in abeyance for 
two seasons, or until fresh surveys 
have been made, wliafc will become 
of the resolution of the tocal 
House to emigrate, cut sticks 
or secede on the 1st of May? If a ma- 
jority of the House desire further, de- 
lays in railway construction they will 
have fii-st to eat their separation reso- 
lutions of last session. Let us hope 
that their digestive organs will be suf- 
ficiently strong to jiiaster the meal!

THE A.S.SATJLT CASE. 

Tlio Court resumed sitting at 10 o'clock 
and David W. lliggiris, editor and pro- 
prietor of The Culoaid, was arnvignod on 
nn indictment for a.9saulting llobort Hol- 
loway, on Sept. 18th last, by beating liini 
■with a stick. 

Mr. MoOroight,;Q.O.v appeared for tlio 
• Crown arid Mr. Drake for the dofondaht. 

Tlio dofondivnt pleaded "not guilty," 
and tho Bhorifl' then proceeded to oinpau- 
nol a jury. The following jurora wore 
aakod to "stimd ;\.sidu" by tho Cnnvu: — 
Potor Corr, Alex. S. Robertson, William 
Hasaard, Jas. Gibson, H. Price, Matthew 
V^I^cis^'WmJMommaii, D; R. Orockett, 
Edwin John, 0. W. Wallace, Alex.' An- 
derson, John Sullivan. 

His Honor remarked that ho had 
never known so many challongcs before. 

Mr McCreight .said ha ' had a right to 
ask jurors to Ktiuid aside 'until -tho panel 
iraa exhausted. That was. aprorogativo of 
the Crown. ; 

Tho following jurora were challongod 
hy counsel for tho defendant: John Camp, 
S. P. Glover, Wm. Morriman and Aaron 
Johnson. 

At hist tho fcdlowing jury was onipan- 
nelled: Chas. F. Eeavon (foreman), Jas: 
Cameron, A, N. Nioholsonj JolmD. Bry- 
' ant,' "Williana Maslih, -"'William Orillith, 
Phillip Coote, W. Van Aliimn, J. Collins, 
Isaac Walsh, William 0\ven3 and Wm. 
Hardy. 

James Cameron asked to bo excused 
from aervingjMlie.;"had reasons." ,.^ ■ 

Hia iordshiip dsised him what 
his roasoha :,srero.:, - ^ ; 

M^;?McOreigHtj:Q.C., for tho Crown 
qnotod to'show that if tho juiynian had 
expressed or entertained an opinion in tho 
matter it was good grounds' fof 4 a •fchal- 
lenge. 

His Lordship said that if jurj'men 
wore allowed to avail thcinaclves of such 
excuaes it would aflbrd an excellent op- 
porturiitxfto;8y6id|a:pvbUo„duty;| jf 
• Mr. Cameron said that he liiid expressed 
nn opinion already on tho case. 

His Lordship said that he would con- 
cede to the wish of the Crown and per- 
mit tho challenge. 

Mr. Drake for the defendant said that 
if such a system were.., permitted in ,fio 
small a commuiiily {oa;OiU''a^^ 
scarcely be ottairied. 

Tho juryman was allowed to leave the 
box and Mr, Thos. Plett took his place. 

Tko jury having boon sworn Mr. Mc- 
Creight proceeded to atato tho case for tho 
prosecution. He said that tho defendant, 
Mr. D. W. Higgins, editor of The Colo- 
«M<,j_hild been indicted for - an assault 'on 
Ro'boirt HoUoivay, a reporter of the Stan- 
dard. It was alleged that the assault had 
boon committed on September 18th lust, 
-Hrhen defendant struck Holloway from 
behind nnd made use of an u.xpreasion 
that ho intended to do him severe injury. 
Taking into consideration tho fact that 
I proMCutof an^ 'defendant were both con- 
nected with local newspapers it was pro- 
bable tho asB.ault had boon connnittod un- 
der provocation ; but nothing of that sort 
could justify nnyiuantakiiigthelawintohis 
own hands. If so tho law of libel and in 
fact all law would bo superseded. Any- 
thing calculated to bring a man into pub- 
- Ite^oiit'emptjis'held to' bo a- libel, but the 
liliollod person has his redress in tho pro- 
per court and must nntattompttoadminis- 
tor tho law himself. Tho simple cpiestion 
for the jury to consider would bo "was 
this assault committed or wiw it not ?" 
And tho learned counsel would show most 
conclusively that f' certain in- 

■tances a man had a right to strike blows, 
such as in the defense of his own house or 
family. Of course when the provocation for 
an assault was very great that circum- 
stance could bo taken into consideration 
by the judge whonmetuigoutpunishment.- 
Ho would now proceed to call evidence 
for the 

rilOSKCUTION. 

Robert Holloway sworn, deposed 
on Wednesday, ICth September last I 
had Leon i-cporting proceedings of tho 
Hoyal Commission case in tho Supreme 
Coort and after the Court rose I left; 
while descending the stops of the Court 
room I suddenly received a severe blow 
from beliind; the blow staggered riie, al- 
most blinding mo; tho blow was followed 
l»y a succession of blows; I. saw no person 
near mo; the first thing I recollect was 
hearing tho voice of the prisoner saying, 

«Yoii , I wish I had 

killed you 7 months ago;" at the time I 
WM struck I was proceeding down the 
stopa; after I received the blow I stagger- 
ed and supported myself by holding on to 
the wheel of a.^carriage standing at the 
ontrsnco to the right; several parties wore 
ahead of mo; rMio:uted.to somoqf-.thom to 
turn back to ; Antniess • tlie assault; tho 
prisoner — 

Btr. McCroight — Mr. Higgins is the de- 
fendant, not tho prisoner. 

Witness continuing — The defendant al- 
most at'tiie Bame^^iine-strudc , ine with a 
heavy aiiclc bh the head';' 'the first blow 
was on the right side of my face extend- 
ing down to the 03-0 and leaving a welt 3 
or 4 inches long; the other blow with tho 
stick was on the crown of my head; I had 
several blows probably on itiy shoulders; I 
don't know^whero; . I bled very freely; 
I)ifc^Matthe5ra'!i^fiss^^^^ wounds; my 
hoai'suffered'for thiree or fourweeks after 
the blow; I did not sec the person who 
Btrnck the first blow; Mr. Higgins was re- 
porting in tho Court house tlio same tinio 
M myself; ho loft the court-room before I 
did; I did not notice if ho had a stick with 
hira; tho buggy was on my right as I left 
tho Court-house; from the weight of the 
blows I should say the stick was _ 'either 
very heavy or loaded; I thought it was 
loaded; I cannot say whether my hat waa 
on or not when I received the first blow; 
lb was oiTwhen I received the second. 

Tho handle and about three-fourths of 
theatick were hero produced. It was brok- 
en in two pieces and was of very light 
English thorn. 

Witness— That is not the stick I receiv- 
ed tlie second blow with; it may have been 



tho one I received the first with; tho stick 
appeared to be a dark, heavy stick; it had 
no round knob on it buta dark crook;Mr. 
Higgins left the Court before nie, but I 
did not see where he went; never saw him 
till I was struck. 

Cross-examined by Mr. Di-ako — I am a 
reporter for tho <Sfa)it/a)'J; I correct the 
proofs; I write paragraphs sometimes; my 
duty is to collect news, wito items and 
correct proofs; I have received a suhpana 
to-day to produce documents and I do so; 
they are in. iny" ppcket.; ; .;,t';-' 

Mr. Drake— Produce them. 

Mr. McCreight argued that if tho docu- 
ments were intended to establish a libel 
they were not admissible as evidence. Ho 
would therefore take the objection now. 

His Lordship said the best way would 
bo to produce the subpcena. 

The witness produced it. 

Tlie subjxcna called for copies of tho 
Standanl of dates September 18tli and Oct. 
29th, also manuscript of items published 
therein under the heads of "The Cliinese 
Organ" and "Farewell." 

Mr. McCroight said that the witness 
was not called on to produce those docu- 
ments as they could have no rovelancy as 
to the assault. 

His Honor said ho would at once state 
that he intended to charge the jury that 
no man had a right to take tho law into 
his ewn hands, but the nature and amount 
of provocation was very material for tho 
defense. 

Mr. Drake said the prosecution was 
raising the objection before the point came 
before tho Court. 

His Honor — The learned counsel for 
tho Crown seems to be jumping too soon. 

Mr. Drake— Then, your honor, why not 
stop him at once; ho nuiy break his neck. 

Mr. McCreight — I neither intend to 
break my neck nor permit it to bo broken. 
I contend tho sooner I raise the objection 
tho bettor. ,■ ■ , 

His Honor — This is not tlio ■ tiiiio to 
raise tho objection. 

Mr. McCreight — I submit my learned 
friend for tho defense has no right to ask 
the witness to produce the documents. 

Hia Honor— Tho defeiiSo hiis not lisked 
for them yet. 

Witness crosa-exnniinod by Mr. Drake — 
Have you got tho original manuscript of 
a paragraph headed "Tho Chinese organ !" 

Mr. McCreight objected to tho question 
on the grounds that its production would 
bo inadmissible. 

His Honor askedhiniliowin any Wiw 00 uld 
he charge the jury unless ho'had afi fiicts 
in connection with the cose beford hhn. 
There might bo circumstances to mitigate 
tho punishment. 

Mr. McCroight proceeded to ciuote 
from tho case of Percy v.-f. Glasgow, de- 
cided by the Supremo Court of Appeal of 
Oanada,-to sho>v: that.a libel was inadmis-. 
sible in a case of assault. 

Mr, Drake again interposed and would 
submit that there was nothing before the 
Court cither libellous or otherwise. The 
documents might be a hymn, a poem or 
an epitaph on Sir. Higgins. He could not 
tell what tho documents were; butitaoemod 
that his learned '^iend know all about 
them, and was evidently' afraid of their 
production. 

His Honor — Tho Crown, it seems, ob- 
jects to the production of any document 
whatever — objects to tho witness boing 
asked for them. 
Mr, AlcCreight — ^Yes, my lord. 
The learned ' counsel then continued to 
quote from authorities to show that the 
documents could not bo admitted in a 
criminal proceeding, but could in a civil. 

His Honor said that it was an anomaly 
if the defendant could not produce tho 
secret stabs of tho ns.iaasin iis evidence in 
mitigation of punishment .for an assault. 
It appeared ^ anomalous that 'a.'mere slap 
of the faco could be put in 'as evidence 
whilst an attack of a most atrocious diar- 
actcr on those that are ton thousand 
times dearer to a man than life cannot be 
put in. His Honor agreed with the learned 
counsel that no man has a right to take 
tho law into hia own hands; but ho failed 
to see how afhdavits could be obtained as 
to the paragraphs except from the prose- 
cutor himself. It was impossible for Mr. 
Higgins to know what was going on in 
the interior of a rival ofiice. 

Tho foreman of the jury asked if Mr. 
Higgins could not state when on the 
stand what caused him to strike the prose- 
cutor. }. ■} ^' 5-^ ^ 

His Honor said yes, but he ' would hot 
bo in a jiosition to state who was the au- 
thor of the paragraphs. 

Tho Foreman said that ho thoroughly 
understood the circumstances in .connec- 
tion with the alleged assault and thought 
tho rest of tho jury did too. , 

Mr. Drake^ophteiided tlmt ho was en- 
titled to o'btain evidence out of tho mouth 
of the i rosecutor. What ho asked him 
was simply, "Have you in your posses- 
sion the manuscript of tho paragraphs (" 
Ho had not gone one stop further. Tlio 
loarrrod counsel then proceeded to quote 
from section 1289, Taylor on Evidence, to 
show that he had a fqll right to cross-ex- 
amine the witness with great latitude. 

His Honor ruled that the question, 
" Have you got the original nianuso'ript ?" 
might be asked. 

Witness crc.ss-examincd by Mr. Drake. 
— I have not got the manuscript of tho 
paragraph "Chinese Organ"; I havo not 
destroyed it; I don't knqw .i»dion;_'5[j,.ljist 
saw it; I suppose T saw it previous to 
publication. 

Ilis Honor hero said that ho could not 
allow evidence to be adduced which re- 
ferred to the publication of the newspaper. 

Mr. Drake to witness — Do you know 
tho handwriting of the manii3cri[)t of the 
paragrajjh "The Chinese Organ"/ 

His HoiKjr refused to allow the ques- 
tion. 

Mr. Drake — Have you the manuscript 
of tho paragraph "FarewoU" in tho Slan- 
dard Oct. 29th? . " ; •■ 

His Honor declined to allow the ques- 
tion to bo answered. * 

Witness cross-exainined-r-I was examin- 
ed in tho Police Court. 

]\Ir. Drake hear read to witness his de- 
position made at that Court and asked 
him if ho had made it. ; . • 

Mr. McQreight-^I object to a reply be- 
ing given."" " ■ "' ' . "'' ' " " 

iilv. Drake-— Then I shall have to ask 
that Mr. Courtney be called to prove tho 
deposition. 

Mr. McCreight — I object to that, too. 

His Honor said he could not see that 
ho had any right to I'ofuso the production 
of the depositions. 

Mr. McCroight said it was evidently in- 
tended to question the witness on tho de- 
positions in order that illegal evidence 
might be introduced. 

His Honor asked how the learned coun- 
sel knew that? 

ilr. McCreight — There can't be a doubt 
about it. 

His Honor felt that it was very hard on 
tho defendant, in fact,, the law ..was so 
throughout. : " ' 

Mr. Drake then quoted from "Fisher's 
Digest" to show that ho had a perfect 
right to cross-oxaniino witness as to state- 
ments ho made in another Court, and sub- 
mitted that tho point was governed by 
sections 04 and 09 of the Criminal Proce- 
dure Act, which made no exceptions what- 
ever OS to the nature of the depositions. 



His Honor sustained tho objection 
t.aken by the Crown. 

Cross-examination of witness contmu- 
ed — I don't know of my own knowledge 
where Sir. Higgins resides; I know loy 
report that it is in Mr. Boscowitz's late 
house on Pandora street. 

jMr. Drake — Do you recoUect stating in 
tho policu court that you thought tho 
said paragi'aph was a i)roper one as ap- 
plied to Jlr. Higgins. 

Mr. McCreight — I object to the ques- 
tion. I'iii^^Ss'^'z, 
His Honor — Tlio objection is' sustained. 
Witness — I gave my ovidenco in tho 
Police Court under oath; know when lam 
sworn and endeavor to speak the truth ; I 
had a warrant taken out against Mr. 
Higgins; I laid an information [informa- 
tion produced]; the signature to it is in 
my handwiting. 

His Honor — Wiy, the information 
charges defendant with "wounding and 
cutting" you ! 

Mr. Drake proceeded to read tho infor- 
mation, which charged tho defendant with 
"wounding and cutting me with intention 
to do me grievous boilily harm." . 
Witness — I did swear that. : ' - ■ 
Mr. Drake— Do you know the meaning 
of the English language? 
'Witness — Yes. 

]\[r, Drake — la a cane like that a cutting 
instrument? . ,-. ^ ■ 

^Vitncss— I don't'lmow' iitiytliing about 
that cano? _x ' ..^ 

Mir. MoOroight here objected.' . 
Itfr. Drake wanted to show that the 
oath complainant had tidcen meant that he 
had been attacked with: a 'cutting 'ilnstru 
mont. 

Tho Court expressed surpriso at tho 
nature of the information laid by tho com 
l)lain.ant. Ho (witness) was in a position 
to know. tho meaning of words, and yet ho 
swore to this information charging a 
crime — "cutting and wounding." 

Jlr. TdcCreight—I'll call Dr. Alattliews 
to prove tlio nature of tho wounding 

'I'ho Court — liut we'll have it out of 
this witness, too. 

AVitness — I suppose tho cutting and 
:«»e»undings.wa8t,dpuo:jl>y. a heavy stick; 
there was a wound lin' inch long on my 
scalp; that is partly tho reason why I laid 
an information against Mr. Higgins for 
cutting; to luy knowledge I was not 
wounded o;.- cut excoi)t by a stick; I think 
Isworeitwa.i a loaded stick; I think when 
I was struck I wius on the second step 
from the top; my hat w:i3 on my head; the 
first blow was a .slatiting blow extending 
three inches along tho side of tho temple 
[witness iiuro jmfc on his hat and it was 
apparent that he could not havo received 
(ho blow as described by, him,], -r. ^v^^ 

Witness--! don't know ^vhother my 
hat was on or not. 

i.'i Mr, 'Drake — You havo just stilted you 
had it on. 

Witness — Then I made a mistake; the 
blow staggered mo; I staggered against a 
carriage; it stunned mo; I did not com- 
prehend what had occurred; waa utterly 
confused; still I could recogiiizo tho do- 
fendant'a voice; ho spoko probably while 
ho was strikiiigmo or after he had ceased; 
I am positive about ■it;'but 'I 'was Vory 
much confused; I recollect tho particular 
words I heard him use in tho order I have 
given them; I was both staggered and 
stunned; I saw defendant after I had re- 
ceived half-a-dozen blows; I shouted out 
after I had received tho second blow for 
people to ■come backhand witness tho as- 
sault; I wanted' to got witnesses; did 
not attempt to defend myself; I wanted 
to got the case into court; when I 
s.ay that I prol.iably bad other blows I s.ay 
so because they wore not serious; there 
were two assaults; three or four seconds 
between thorn; I was cut in tlie second 
assault; I stated in tho police court that 
tho pri.soner seeing my defenceless 
position struck mo on tlio head with a 
loaded stick; I say that is correct now; 
the stick must have been loaded with 
iron, brass or load at 0110 end; .-first saw 
Mr. Higgins on the gravel to 'my loft; 
that v.-as when I hollered. 

Re-examined — Tho hat prbdiicod (a 
still' deer-stalker) is the one I had; I was 
laid up in bed one day; sufFcrcd bad health 
'■ox three weeks at least. 

This concluded the examination and 
the Court adjourned for one hour. 

ArXKU UECKS.i. 

His Honor stated that ho had occupied 
the reeess looking jip^authoritiesanid had 
come to the conclusion that the evidence 

contended as aduiissiblo by Che defendant 
should bo admitted and ho would conse- 
quently placQ the prosecutor in the hands 
of tho counsel of tlie defense, provided 
that he understood tho cvidcuco would 
not bo regarded as justification of the of- 
fence, only in fpalliatiph.; ! Beforo*^ recess 
he had given liis dociiioh witK 'rolucl»nb6 
as it was not'to his *mirid' in''''aoc6rdnnco 
with justice and was repulsive to his con- 
Rcience. .. . 

Mr. I\IcCreiglit contohded' that' ' His 
Honor must administer the' law'as it.is, 
without regard to his conscience. 

His Honor said lie. had adininistered 
the law justly and ordered thoprosecut or 
to take tiio stand again. 

Witness re-examined — I object to ans- 
wer the question as to wliother I know 
whoso handwriting the paragraph, "Tho 
Chinese organ," was in; 1 object becauseit 
is part of tho business of the office, and I 
am only a servant' tlierein, " • ' 
His Honor— ^ You must answer. 
Witness — ^Tho papor handed me is ;i 
copy of tho Standanl, September 18tli; 
the paragraph headed "Tho Cliiiicso Or- 
gan' was in niy band-writing (sensation); 
the heading is "Cliinese Organ." reads it 
as follow.'i; ".-Vccording to public report 
the ])ricc paid by the Cliincso companies 
for The Calonid w.as §2,000. Boscowitz's 
late rosidenco is now the daily resort of 
Ciiinoso slave-owners and highly per- 
fumed women from the same country," I 
knew that Mr. Higgins, when I . wrote 
that paragraph, lived^in Mr, Boscowitz's 
house. I do not produce the original man- 
uscript of the ])aragraph "Farewell" in 
the .Staiulard of October 2!)th. 

His Honor said that the date of that 
paper was subsequent to the alleged as- 
sault and was inadmissible. ' 

Dr.J, C. Davie-^IexamihedHollow'ay'a 
head a few days after th'e assault; my at- 
tention was directed especially to only 
one of the wounds; it was such a wound 
or mark as would have boon produced 
by an ordinary walking stick; the posi- 
tion of the wound was on tho right sido 
of tho face, about horizontal; supposing 
the blow to havo'^beeh inflid»d by an- 
other — the rule is that blow's' inflicted by 
a lioraon standing opposite another fall 
on the loft side of tho head or top of the 
head dov.'nwards; judging from this rulo 
the wound I saw on Holloway's face was 
either from a cross cut from before or 
else from bchmd from right to left. 

Cross Examined — Never played single 
stick; tho blow could li.avo passed under 
the hat without touching tho ear; when I 
say behind I don't mean to speak with 
mathematical precision; ii little on one 
sido or the other, generally behind; the 
blow might have been given infrontfrom 
loft to right. 

j\Ir. Drake — Y.os, No. 2 in single stick 
practice — a most olfective cut, 

Thomas H, Long — ^I remember leaving 
the Court House on tho 18th inat, ; when 



about 15 or 20 yards away I hearod a row 
and turned round and saw IMr. Higgins 
beating Mr. Holloway with n stick: 1 can- 
not swear to tho stick, hub it seemed a 
larger and darker one than that produced; 
did not see the first blow; I ran to tho 
scono of tho row; Holloway was appar- 
ently rccoveiying from a beating; before I 
reached the parties concerned Mr. Higgins 
raised a stick and struck Mr. Holloway 
on tho head; Holloway had no hat on at 
that time; I came into tho Court House 
and saw Mr, Elliott and Captain Layton 
and told them that Hollow.ay should havo 
aomo assistance, as ho was bleeding pretty 
freely from tho wound in his head; when 
I first Raw Holloway and Higgins tliey 
wero facing one another; I did notlook 
after tho stick; there seemed to be loud 
talk between Higgins and Holloway at the 
time; I heard Higgins say something about 
his family; I did not hear him use any 
.abuaivo language. 

Cross-examined — When I first turned 
round I saw tho stick falling on Hollo- 
way's shoulders and then onco on the 
head; I don't think there were two sticks 
used; tho stick was held by tho handle; 
Mr. Higgins was striking downwards. 
' Charles Gallagher — Remember Sept. 
18th last; outside this Court House, when 
about 15 or IG yards from tiiof^dobr, .'! 
lioard some noiso behind; the' first voice I 
heard was Mr. Higgins calling some per- 
son a scoundrel for abusing lii.s family in 
tho paper; I saw Mr. Higgins strike Mi: 
Holloway. on tho head with a stick; the 
stick seemed toboa darker and larger 0110 
andhad a "shiver" ofif it; I would take tho 
stick to bo about an inch, ill ';'diainet'ori4a 
common sized cine; not so dark as the 
stick produced; I saw but ono blow struck, 
that waa on tho top of tho head; .some one 
close by asked Mr. Higgins not to kill the 
man; Higgins said ho wished ho had killed 
him. 

Charles Deasy — I was in the Court 
House on tho 18th Sept. ; heard a row 
outside and wont out; Mr, Higgins had 
gone; Mr. Holloway said he had boon hit 
with a stick by Mr, Higgins and was 
bleeding a good deal. 

J. B. Matthews, M.R.C.S.—I attended 
Hollowiiy on or about the 18th Sept. ; he 
had a scalp wound on tho head and an 
abrasion over tho right eye; I cannot call 
this ono a wound, it might have been pro- 
duced by a list. 

I should call the abrasion a black eye; 
a sido blow from a stick would cause it; it 
might bo done by a fist; I could not call 
it a wound. 

Samuel Bakes — On Se[)t. 18tli .saw Mr. 
Higgins boating Holloway with a stick 
which seemed to be atouter than the one 
produced; there w;is a greater bend, T 
think, towards tho knob; I saw Higgins 
strike six or seven blows; he said that he 
had had something in for him (Holloway) 
for some time; Holloway told him (Hig- 
gins) that ho would have to suffer for it 
and he roplied he was ])reijarcd for it. 

This closed the caao for the prosecution 
an«l Mr. Drake intimated that he would 
at once proceed to'cftlllwitnossei'. for the 
defence, 

A.C, E li t'', sworn — I was in tho Court 
House on Sept. 18th; I had a stick with 
mo; the stick produced is the remains of 
it; Mr. Higgins had been at the same 
t.'iblo opposite to mu reporting; when 
in-Qceedings were over Mr. Higgins rolled 
up his pai)ers and went to the end of tho 
table and addressed some obscrvntiou to 
me, the purport of which I forget; he 
then carelessly picked up my stick and 
walked slowly to the door saying, "is this 
your stick?" I said, "yes, st:iy a minute 
I'm going over and will bo with you;" 
instead of going out, however, I wont 
into the Registrar's ofiice for a moment 
and as I waa leaving Mr, Long.rushed in 
and .said "Come! Come! Higgins .is mur- 
dering Holloway! " I hurried out and 
found prosecutor standing at the rear of a 
buggy there; he bad his bat lifted off his 
head a littlo and with his left hand he 
was applying a rag to bis nose, which 
seemed to be bleeding; ho exclaimed, 
" I'll get you six months for this," .speak- 
to Sir. Higgins, who was walking away a 
few yards oil" swinging the portion, of the 
stick produced in his hand; tho other 
fragment piroduced belonged to my stick. 

Cross-examined — Saw no blood on the 
ground, 

E. M. Eberts— Rocollect the 18th Sept, 
picked up tho sinaller fragment of 
the Btick prddupod licar the stops of tho 
Oourt-houso; Tsiiw Mr. Higgins just be- 
fore on James Bay bridge going into 
town with a broken stick in his hand; ho 
appeared to be much agitated; thosinaller 
part of tho stick produced fits tho larger. 

James A. Mahood — On the day in ques- 
tion I pickqd.up, a portion of a stick im- 
niediatel^'intfronii 0^ Court House; I 
saw the lost witnesS'also pick up a piece 
of a stick; the piece 'I found is the end of 
tho broken stiok'^rb'duced and fits if^ ex- 
actly. 

This concluded tho evidence for the de- 
fense. 

Mr. Drake, counsel for tho defense, 
then proceeded to address tho jury. He 
called their attention to the fact that cir- 
cumstances alter opinions, and stated tli:it 
ho remembered a loading member of the 
bar, in days gone by, having bcon grossly 
Ubellcd, meteing out to his libeller tJie 
punishment ho richly deserved without 
the assistance of the law courts. Tho 
libeller and the gutter wero bruuglit into 
vci-y close actpiaintanco, and it was not 
for a moment thought necessary to jiut tho 
machinery of tho law in motion to enable 
the libelled member of the bar to obtain 
justice. He would riapeatith'e latin quota- ' 
tion, tempora muianim; &o., and aslc the 
jury, when considering their verdict, to 
bear this parable in mind. It may have 
bcon that in those days young blood boil- 
ed in the veins of tho learned member of 
tho bar, to whom he now referred, but if 
it were urged by tho Crown that the de- 
fendant ahbilldiihiive'permittod his feelings 
to remain dormant, should havo taken a 
scandalous libel as if he wore a dummy, 
and no man at all, he (Mr. D.) v,-ould in 
that case simply ask tho jury to roineiu- 
bor the parable he had narrated and ap- 
ply it. Ho (Mr. D.) was not going to 
dispute the law; his client was not going 
to submit tMtfiao" assaiilt, had ;bTO^ 
mitted; but what were the facts which led 
to that assault? The prosecutor wrote a 
scandalous, most indecent libel; ho com- 
posed it; saw it in print before tho paper 
Wiis issued; read it tho next day and in 
tho Police Court had the audacity to 
swear that he considered it a fit and proper 
paragraph to bo addressed to defendant. 
The paragraph, ho^Yever, was indecent in 
tho extreme, for thciwritor might just as 
well have stigmatized his (Mr. D.'s) client's 
house as a house of prostitution — the re- 
sort of women of ill fame. Tho jury would 
have to weigh these circumatancos in pallia- 
tion of tho assault. They must put aside 
politics — for in the jury-box politics 
should not be considered for a moment — 
and treat tho case as ono of 
justice between man and man. It 
was important, however, to bring to 
the attention of the jury the manner in 
which journalism has boon conducted in 
this Province and so to pioint out that 0110 
of the dearest rights of the people — tho 
liberty of the press — was very far apart, 
a difi'erent matter altogether, from tho 
license of the journalist. That license — 



which , is not liberty— was calculated to 
bring mattci-s to a crisis far more rapidly 
than ojjen, fair, hand to hand lights or 
disputes. Ho would ask tho jury to 
pause — to think for a moment what poig- 
nant injury the hand of the anonymous 
libeller can inflict, llio truth is unknowni 
to him — a veritable cow.-jd at heart and a 
stranger to vei-acity in any shape. Yet 
no person, no matter how high or how 
humble his position, is frco from his ven- 
omous and dastardly attacks. Ho attacks 
the assailed through his irife and children, 
who arc weaTi and unable to defend them- 
selves; but who aro dearer to tho libelled 
paily-.thaii life itself, Tho learned coun 
sel would not dispute tho proposition 
that the law gives a remedy; but wliat is 
that remedy in such cases ? V\l\o, ho 
would ask, is thero that would drag hia 
wife's jHire name through the dirt of a 
criminal court to vindicate his own char- 
acter? Lot the juiy, then, consider the 
feelingSitlmt wore raging in Mr, Higgins' 
breast at the time tho assault waa com- 
mitted, and let them rcmombor that hu- 
man nature fretpiently is human infirmity. 
Thoy had been told that the assault was a 
cowardly ono; but who had in reality 
acted tho part of the coward? Waa it not 
the liboUor who had infiictod a cruel stab 
on'„lii8,.(Mr, Drake's) client by striking 
him through tho afrecti(Mis of his family. 
And then when tho libeller is mot with 
less tlian he deserves, ho cringes and 
whines and without making an attempt 
to defend himself, only calls for witnesses 
and utters "si.x months for tlus, six 
montlis for this. " Gentlemen, continued 
the learned counsel, look at him! there 
he sits— a man of big frame and muscular 
arms, a man, who if ho had ono spark of 
courage in his composition would uover 
have allowed this matter to come into 
Court; if he had a particle of honor about 
him thero would hove been neither libel 
nor assault, ,Look at him, gcntlomon, 
and judge for youi-selvos! The learned 
counsel then referred to the prosocutor's 
oath as to "cutting and wounding," and 
said that that plainly shovi-ed hia animus 
in tho matter, as well jia the assertion 
under oath that ho thought the infamous 
paragraph a fit and proper one 'to "apply 
to Sir. Higgina, The prosecutor, tho 
counsel would state, said that ho had been 
stunned; but for all that ho romombora a 
conversation which no ono olao heard. 
Ho swears ho w.ns hit \Yith a 
loaded stick— that thero wore two 
sticks; but the fact of tho 
matter was tho stick produced was really 
not largo enough for tho purpose it was 
used. It was the stick nevortholcss. He 
s.aya he was struck from tho rear, but that 
was iini)ossible if ho had his hat on, which 
he swears ho had. The jury would do 
well to take all those ovidoncca of animus 
into consideration. The case, at its worst, 
was ono of simi)le assault and should havo 
boon dealt with in the preliminary court 
without fear or favor. In conclusion, 
however, as it had been sent to the jury 
he would ask them to deal with it as a mat- 
ter of justice between man and man be- 
lieving that whatavor the verdict might be 
his client would stand higher in public 
estimation than over for vindicating tho 
honor of his wife and children. 

]\Ir. McCreight then addressed the jury 
for the Crown and said that tho case was 
an important one, inasmuch as it was ne- 
cessary that the law should be observed 
and carried out, for if a person were to be 
allowed to use a stick when he. felt ;-.pro- 
voked who was to be the judge ' as to the 
thickness of tho stick to bo used? He 
would submit that tho jury must now 
choose between Lynch law and English 
law. If any libel has bcon committed by 
tho prosecutor let the defendant apply for 
his redresa in tho proper Court; but the 
■jury should not porm|t, ,th%assortioa that 
a libel lias been odnnnitled to act as a sot- 
off in the consideration of their verdict. 
A libel was not )ninisliablo by blows. 

Mr. Justice Cruaso then proceeded to 
sum up. His honor said the defendant 
was indicted for an assault, but it must 
bo borno in mind that an assault of the 
deadliest imturo had been connnittod on 
defondaVit's' family — a family of high re- 
spectability, ono that had bcon known to him 
for a great many years, and it had boon 
.lUeged that this dastardly assault should 
bo taken into consideration in palliation, 
not ill justification, of defendant's ofTonce. 
The counsel for the Crown, his honor was 
bound to say, had. I done . admirably well, 
and tho learned counsel for- tlio" defense 
had vciy properly observed that the .iggra- 
vation could only bo taken into considera- 
tion "in palliation." In a moment of ex- 
citement a man, provoked by what ho 
considers a great wrong, may commit an 
assault, and it is right that the circum- 
stances 'dt provdcatioii sh^oiild'be ' used in 
the dbfo'nse of th'd' defehdarit! It "would 
bo monstrous if a challenge wero sent by 
one party to another, if that chailciigo 
could not be put in as evidence in tho 
event of an assault being provoked. Un- 
less, in this case, provocation could bo 
shown, the jury would doubtless say tho 
jissault was a dastardly one, and that the de- 
fendant should he sent to the chaingang. 
It was fitting, therefore, that ovidenco as 
to the provocation should accompany tho 
evidence for the jn'osccution into tho jur- 
ors' minds. What satisfaction would it bo 
to the defendant, after tho verdict had 
been rendered, to put in aftidavits to show 
that tlio assault had been provoked. The 
jury had seen tho manner in which his 
lioiun' had had to drag from Holloway the 
authorship of the objectionable and libel- 
lous paragraph. His honor regretted that 
such a case had come before him; it made 
it necessary for him to call attention to tho 
freedom of the press, the license of journ- 
alism, and the mannor in which journals 
here liavo frequently dealt with private 
individuals. An "atrocious" libel under 
tho existing law was punishable, not only 
byfino and imprisonment butby hard labor 
as woU; Nor is this puiiisliment too seyere. 
A poor wotcli who drinks the vile com- 
liounds called lifpiors, which aro adulter- 
ated in innumerable ways, gets his blood 
heated and in a moment of anger inflicts a 
stab and is sent to tho chaingang. Is 
there anything improper, then, in saying 
that the man who sits coolly down to in- 
(Uto' an -article that stabs. another through 
his lieart by libelling those who aro near 
and dear to him — his family — should go 
to the chaingang, too? A libeller has al- 
ready boon punished in this court and in 
this case tho defendant would havo 
had his remedy, although, perhaps, 
it would have been a little slow- 
er; still tho terrible punishment the 
libeller would havo received would have 
been adequate to the oil'encc. Tho law 
permits a man to go so far and no farther; 
but it does not permit him to take tho law 
into his own hands. Innnediatoly a man 
docs that ho puts himself beyond the pror 
tection of the law. Therefore, His Hon- 
or would call upon the jury to return a 
verdict in accordance with the law. They 
had witnessed the efibrts of tho prosecu- 
tion to build up a case and .make tho as- 
sault ajipear worse tlian it was; they had 
heard the, theory of tho loaded stick, but 
His Horior'would not enter into those do- 
tails. If tho jury wore satisfied a blow 
had been struck then their verdict niu.<<t 
be one of guilty; but iii mitigation of 
punishment they could and should direct 
the attention of tho Court to "so gross," so 



grievous, so scandalous a libel as that 
which had been committed on the defen- 
dant and his family. Tho assault was 
not denied and the law must be vindicat- 
ed or Lyndi law would bo introduced at 
once. The issue tho jury had, therefore, 
to try waa. Shall we havo Lynch law or 
Queen's law? His Honor woidd state that 
ho had the power to "tone down a verdict 
of guilty to a vory low point. Tho jury 
could accompany their verdict with an as- 
sertion that the libel on defendant was 
oneiofjjie^grossest andm'ost'^ na- 
ture' and His Honor would "iakb' th'at as- 
sertion into consideration. 

Tho jury then retired and after an ab- 
sence of 10 minutes returned the follow- 
ing 

VEllDICT. 

We, tho jurora, find the following ver- 
dict, viz: We find the /defendant, D. W. 
Higgina, guilty of common assault, wo 
believing tho assault was committed by 
the stick produced in court; and aa the 
defendant received a groat deal of provo- 
cation we atrongly recommend him to the 
mercy of the Court. '' .■. . 

The verdict waa recbived witli applauao 
from the'spectators, which vjas promptly 
chocked— His' Lordship "remarking: — 
"That's right, Mr. Foreman, that's riglit. 
Now you'vo vhidicatod the law, and tho 
Court knows how to deal with the de- 
fendant, 

Tho learned Judge, addressing the de- 
fendant, (who here stood up) assured him 
that he b8lieve"d.therp*'was not a man in 
Court who did not warmly sympathize 
with him. It was necessary, however, 
that the law should bo vindicated and 
that had been done. His Honor sincere- 
ly regretted that defendant's family had 
been most vilely slandered, and that their 
names had been dragged tlirough the 
courts. It was-HiB'Loruship'a ' uitcntion, 
uiider the circuinstancesi cbrisidoruig tho 
great and inexcusable provocation, to im- 
pose tho vory lowest punishment tho 
permitted. lie would there- 
fore line tho defendant tho nom- 
inal sum of five shillings (Applause, 
which was instantly checked by the of- 
.ficqrs;.of the.Pourt).^'.'Hi8' Lordship assur- 
e'd the defendant (who waa visibly all'oct- 
ed) that ho had tho warmest sympfithy of the 
Court and everyone within it. Ho might 
convey that assurance to his excellent wife 
and family, upon whoso honor no stain 
rested. The case just tried should bo a 
lesson to tho Press to abandon a system 
of writing tdown/porsona and should in- 
duce^ th'em to labor together in writing up 
the country. Ho called on tho defendant, 
who had a mighty engine at hia command, 
to use his powerful pen and his acknow- 
ledged groat abilities in inaugurating re- 
form in journalism in thisProvinco. 'Thero 
was an extensive field of usefulness wait- 
ing to:-l3e;cultivat9dT)y^''the newspapers. 
Tho ' Court had no wish ' to say aught 
against the liberty of tho Press, or to soo 
it fettered in any manner, but His Lord- 
ship wanted to soo it take a high and noble 
stand, dealing with public men justly and 
fearlessly, but under no consideration at- 
tacking private individuals and famihes, 
whoso reputotions^jHrera aacjrod, , After a 
few more remarks of 'a' "like nature His 
Lordship thanked tho jurors for their at- 
tention to tho case and discharged them.
